REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 4, 5, 7, 8, and 28 are found to be allowable. 

2. The references cited in this action are merely to demonstrate the state of the art 
in super critical cleaning of semiconductors. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The applicant has amended claims and now excludes the addition of formic acid 
as well as any other additional components such as surfactants etc. As the prior art 
requires either the inclusion of the formic acid or some other additional component now 
excluded by the instant claims. 

5. As for claim 28 the prior art fails to teach the applicant's composition. In 
particular the composition containing the ion-implanted photoresist residue in 
combination with the other ingredients was not found in the prior art of record.
